Completed 


Spacemen Fail 
To Reach 
Crater's Rim

(AP) — Apollo 14's explorers 
completed man's longest moon 
walk today but a gasping strug- 
gle to climb a steep slope halted 
them short of a prime goal, the 
rim of a crater Darned Cone. ' 


Alan B. Shepard Jr. and Ed- 


gar D. Mitchell returned to the 
lunar lander Antares after 4'/4 
hours on the moon and prepared 
themselves and the ship to start 
the return voyage to earth. 


The second walk lasted as 


long as the first one had on Fri- 
day. 
GATHERED KOCKS 


Despite their disappointment 


i|i not reaching Cone Crater as 
part of their geological field trip 
they did gather ancient rocks, 
dig trenches and sink core tubes 
four feet into the soil. 


More than anything else, how- 


ever, they wanted to reach the 
rim of Cone. They had bet many 
of their fellow astronauts on 
earth that they could do it. 


But as they climbed higher 


and 
higher 
on 
the 
long 


boulder-strewn slope they be- 
came more and more exhaust- 
ed. They breathed heavily and 
their heart beats nearly dou- 
bled. 
TOLD TO STOP 


Mission Control advised them 


to stop about two-thirds of the 
why up the 400 foot-high moon 
mountain. 


"That's the order of the day, 


"Shepard lamented. 


"It's 
farther than it looks," 


said a disappointed Mitchell. 


So they came back down the 


slope and continued their scien- 
tific expedition and by the time 
they were back at Antares, they 
were in a jovial mood. 


With color televi sion recordin g 


his moves, Shepard took out two 
golf balls he had smuggled to the 
moon and whacked them with a 
golf club-shaped handle from his 
tool cart. Then he took a spear- 
like part from a solar wind ex- 
periment and hurled it like a 
javelin. 
REALLY TRAVELED 


In the airless one-sixth grav- 


ity of the moon, (he objects re- 
ally traveled. 


"It goes miles and miles and 


miles," Shepard said 


"Beautiful," 
Mitchell 
re- 


marked. 


But on man's first attempt to 


climb a moon mountain they 
immediately encountered trou- 
ble and had to alternately pull 
and carry their two-wheel tool 
cart up the long grade, making 
their way around rocks as large 
as 20 feet across. 
WANTED TO GO ON 


Tfiey huffed and puffed and 


stopped often for 'rest. At one 
point about halfway up, Shepard 
doubled they could make it. 


"Aw, gee whiz, let's give it a 


whirl," Mitchell urged. "I think 
we'll find what we're looking for 
at the top." 


They were seeking some of 


the oldest rocks on the moon 
perhaps dating back 4.6 billion 
years to the birth of the moon. 


They moved ahead, but Shep- 


ard reported, "It's hard, hard, 
hard." 


With their heartbeats at 150, 


up from a normal 84 for Shep- 
ard and 90 for Mitchell, ground 
conlrollers again told them (o 
rest. 
SAGGED DOWN 


They stayed down against a 


boulder, and at this point were 
directed to go no farther. 


"We can press on and make 


it," 
Mitchell pleaded. But the

Converting to the metric sys- 


tem, as the British realize, is ex- 
pensive. Probably the National 
Bureau of Standards experts can 
only guess how many billions 
would be required to change over. 


It will also be a headache 


emotionally. Having to think and 
express oneself in new measure- 
ments will be the same as requir- 
ing the American who thinks in 
English to overnight think in 
French. 


Imagine what effect it would 


exert to learn that the latest Miss 
America is 914.4-635-914.4 
(the

As great a wrench the fore-

existed, nor Alice in Wonderland, 
'3\or even Robin Hood. No Robin

word from Charles Wilkes, an 
English history buff who has

To begin with, says Wilkes, 


'Robin was really Alfred de Hunt-

ry II. Alf's escapades didn't come

Forest, according to Wilkes, and 
it was the sheriff of Stafford- 
s h i r e , not Nottingham, who 
hounded him. 


Furthermore, while Alf did rob 


the rich, there is no evidence he 
gave to the poor. As for the other 
characters in the legend,

Scarlet, Little John or Friar 
Tuck, forget it. They didn't exist. 


Obviously Wilkes' studies put 


him on the trail of the wrong 
outlaw. At least, tha_t is what 
dreamers of all ages will continue 
to believe. 


Making Thieves 
Unhappy 


No wonder so many sneak 


ithieves are tempted. According 
'to police, many 
citizens who 


would not think of leaving money 
'lying around leave their cars un- 
locked, thus inviting petty pilfer- 
ers to steal whatever they can 
find. 


Some unlocked cars contain no 


packages, but they do have ra- 
dios, cigarette lighters, ashtrays, 
and in the glove compartment 
various items.

Parcels and items of personal 
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clothing are not the only loot a 
thief is after. He will take any- 
thing, literally, that isn't bolted 
down. 


When articles are pilfered from 


locked cars, the police often lay 
the blame on the cars' owners 
who leave parcels and other pos- 
sessions invitingly on the car seat ' 
instead of locking them in the 
trunk.

CONSULTING ENGINEER 


DEFINED

These individuals if they are 


consulting enginneers must be a 
principal or one o f the prin- 
cipals of a firm in private 
practice. This does not include 
employees. The employees may 
and probably are engineers, but 
if not principals they ore not 
consulting engineers. 


Then just exactly what is a 


"consulting engineer?" 


A consulting engineer is first- 


ly, by law, a registered profes- 
sional engineer who has been 
required to pass a written State 
Board of Registration examina- 
tion taking two days to write. 
Further, the consulting engineer 
is in private practice, and offers 
his services on a fee basis and 
has no commercial 
affiliations 


to bias him. 


Before referring to a consul- 


ting engineer it may be well to 
investigate the actual position 
held by the board referred to.

professional category of which 
most people have only the 
vaguest idea.
